Representative 


At Bill Hearing 


City Councilman Ted McKinney 
was yesterday appointed as coun­ 
cil representative to expected 
hearings in Washington. D C., on 
a bill proposing equalization of 
Palm Springs Indian tribal lands. 
McKinney, who replaces Coun­ 
cilman Jerry Nathanson in the ca­ 
pacity of the city's hearing dele­ 
gate, will be accompanied to 
Washigton by City Attorney Jer­ 
ry Bunker, "if and when" the bill 
comes up in committee hearings. 
The bill was introduced to the 
Senate by Sen. Thomas Kuchel 
and scheduled for introduction to 
the House by Congressman D. S. 
Saund.

City officials said hearings may 
be held within the next 30 days. 
However, consideration of the 
measure may be postponed to the 
next session of Congress. 
The council felt It was "advis­ 
able" to name McKinney as suc­ 
cessor to Nathanson in view of 
that councilman's recent dispute 
with local Bureau of Indian Af­ 
fairs Agency officials.

For Dirty Things 
PRAGUE W—Soviet Communist 
party chief Nikita Khrushchev at­ 
tacked President Eisenhower to­ 
day for speaking "stupidities” 
about a "clean” H-bomb. 
"flow can there be clean bombs 
for dirty things'’" he asked. 
Khrushchev also hinted that he 
will meet again soon with Yugo 
slavia's President Tito, one of the 
leaders of the policy of “indepen­ 
dent socialism” iree from Mos­ 
cow control. 
The burly Khrushchev, in an off 
the cuff speech at the Stalingrad 
metal works here during the cur­ 
rent visit to Czechoslovakia by 
him and Soviet Premier Nikolai 
Bulganin, also promised the So­ 
viet bloc outside Russia that "we 
don't criticize you it you don't 
criticize us.”

"It is 
pointed out that in case they were 
going to face a trial they could 
not have remained members of 
the party,” the paper said. 
Wednesday night, Moscow Ra­ 
dio said Malenkov had been given 
control of a lone power station'at 
Ust-Kamenogorsk in the Republic 
of Kazhakstan, a stone's throw 
from Siberia. It said the others 
had been "transferred lo other 
work,” but gave no details. 


JERUSALEM. Israel W - The 
Isreali-Syrian b o r d e r tension 
flared into action during the night 
when Syrian machinegun and rifle 
posts opened up for 15 minutes on 
border settlements, it was report­ 
ed today. 
An Israeli spokesman said the 
fire was directed at the border 
village of Gonen near the Sea of 
Galilee where Israeli and Syrian 
troops dueled for ID hours with 
artillery on T u e s d a y and ex­ 
changed some shots Wednesday. 
NO CASUALTIES were reported 
today. 
The development ram e as in 
formed sources reported Premier 
David Ben-Gurton cabled U.N. 
Secretary Geniral Dag Hammar- 
skjold blaming Russia and Egypt 
for the growing border tension 
with Syria. 
United Press correspondent Joe 
Morris reported from the Jorda­ 
nian sector of Jerusalem that 
U.S. truce observers will report lo 
Hammarskjold on the b o r d e r 
clash during the next 24 hours. 
MORRIS SAID the observers 
would tell Hammarskjold it was 
the worst frontier incident since 
last fall's invasion of Egypt. No 
local report was expected since 
Israel has boycotted the Israeli- 
Syrian mixed armistice commis­ 
sion for two years. 
An official Israeli announcement 
Wednesday said one laborer had 
been killed and seven policemen 
woulded in the Tuesday clash.

Douglas attributed the cancella­ 
tion to a limited budget. 
The Ajr Force was not able im­ 
mediately to say how much mon­ 
ey it had spent on the Navaho 
project, but a well informed offi­ 
cial said it was around 500 mil­ 
lion dollars. 
The Navaho project produced 
the rocket motors which are ba­ 
sically the ones now powering the 
Jupiter and Thor intermediate 
range ballistic missiles and the 
A t l a s interncontiaental ballistic 
missile.

VERSOIX. Switzerland W -The 
Aga Khan died today at the age 
of 79. ending a fabulous career 
as Moslem religious leader, mil­ 
lionaire sportaman and former 
father-in-law of Rita Hayworth. 
He died of a heart attack. 
He may be succeeded by Prince 
Aly Khan as spiritual leader of 
10 million Moslems of the Ismailia 
sect who showed their devotion 
each 10 years by weighing him 
in gold, platinum or diamonds. 


TO THE WEST, the Aga Khan 
was an aristocratic playboy and 
horse breeder, a friend of kings 
To the East he was almost a god. 
revered by millions. 
Estimates of his wealth ranged 
up to more than a billion and a 
half dollars but when queried 
about his great holdings he only 
laughed 
He had been ill for the past few 
years, and his condition worsened 
a few months ago. During the 
recent European heat wave he 
was brought to his mountain -villa 
here in hopes the coolness would 
save his Ufe. 


PRINCE ALY and his younger 
brother. Sadruddin, were sum 
moned from Geneva shortly after 
midnight when the end appeared 
near. Aly was in Geneva with his 
daughter. P r i n c e s s Yasmin 
daughter of Rifa Hayworth, for a 
visit with "grandpa ’ 
Sadruddin was in Geneva for 
his marriage Monday to a beauti­ 
ful British model, a wedding cer 
tain now to he postponed. 


Sadruddin. also mentioned as a 
possible heir In case Aly should 
not prove acceptable, was engaged 
to Nina Dyer, a former Lontba 
fashion model and She ex-wife ef 
multimillionaire Baron Heinrich 
von Thyssen. 


THE AGA KHAN himself had 
married a succession of beautiful 
women. His widow, the Begum 
Aga Khan, herself was once cho­ 
sen Miss France. 
The Aga Khan, famed as a 
statesman as weU as a religious 
leader, was the 44th lineal de­ 
scendant ol the Prophet Moham­ 
med and sacred to the JsmaUi 
sect. 
He had spent his later years In 
his various mansions. In Paris, on 
the Riviera, in Switzerland

was in Pans when his last illness 
struck.

WASHINGTON dB-The Supreme 
Court ruled today that the U.S. 
has a right to deliver GI William 
S. Girard to Japan for trial. 
The ruling rame in a five-page, 
unsigned opinion by the eight- 
judge bench. 
Japan will try Girard on II* 
lightest manslaughter rharge, for 
causing the death of a woman who 
was scavenging mclal on a firing 
range last Jan. 30. 


THE COURT SAID Ihe narrow 
issue was whether the constitution 
or legislation prevented carrying 
out the arrangement Wdween the 
U.S. and Japan for trying soldiers 
who violated the laws of both. 
"We find no constitutional or 
statutory harrier to the provision 
ul the agreement as applidd here,” 
the opinion said. 
"In the absence of such en­ 
croachments. the wisdom of the 
arrangemenl is exclusively for the 
determination ol the executive and 
legislative branches.” 


THE OPINION carried as an 
appendix an affidavit on Ihe facta 
of the case sworn to by Robert 
Dechert, general counsel of the 
Defense Department. This had 
been’ kepi secret in Ihe District 
Court here which first heard the 
case. 
The US. District Court ruled 
June 18 that the government had 
no legal right lo turn Girard over 
to a Japanese court for trial be­ 
cause his alleged offense was 
committed on duty. District Judge 
Joseph C. McGarraghy ordered 
Girard given an Army court m ar­ 
tial. 
The Supreme Court reversed 
McGarraghy s basic ruling, but af­ 
firmed his denial of a writ of 
habeas corpus which would have 
forced the government to bring 
Girard home, out of reach of Jap­ 
anese prosecution. 


THE SUPREME Court pointed 
out that it decided many years 
ago that "a sovereign nation has 
exclusive Jurisdiction to punish 
offenses against its laws com­ 
mitted within it» borders, unless 
it expressly or impliedly consents 
to surrender its jurisdiction.” 
The opinion further noted that 
Japan's cession to the U.S. of jur­ 
isdiction to try American military 
personnel for conduct which vio­ 
lates the law of both countries 
was conditioned by an agreement. 
This agreement said authority 
of the state having primary juris­ 
diction "shall give sympathetic 
consideration to a request from 
the authority of the other state for 
a waiver of its rights in cases 
where the other state considers 
such waiver to be of particular 
importance.” 
This was the provision under 
which the U.S. government agreed 
to'turn over Girard to Japan. And 
this was the particular provision 
to which the court four, no con­ 
stitutional or legislative barrier.

THE I AM IS seeking wage In­ 
creases ranging from 25 to 55 
cents an hour, in addition to ex­ 
tensive fringe benefits for it* 8.000 
members It has rejected an em­ 
ployer olfer of a 6 per cent in 
crease this year and a 3 per cent 
cost of living increase next year 
About 2,000 machinist* have 
walked out of eight plants in the 
San Francisco Bay Area In the 
p«st week, leaving another 6.000 
still working at 151 plants. 
The association W e d n e s d a y 
urged the remaining 251 member 
firms to close down. At least 40 
of them shut down operations 
when day shift* ended Wednesday 
afternoon, an association apokcs- 
man said. 


“ A STRIKE AGAINST one is a 
strike against *11," the spokesman 
said. 


"We cannot allow a few of otar 
employers to stand alone against 
the union in this untenable posi 
lion." 
In suspending operations, the 
plants handed employes notices

We feel that you should be made aware of the ob­ 
stacle» which must be overeóme in obtaining lor 
you five channels broadcasting continuously in the 
Palm Springs area. 


According to the regulations of the Federal Com­ 
munications lommlaalon. the use of the translator 
system "rebroadcasts" the program which Is being 
translated. Because of this fact, a "toral" program 
which is being translated could be interpreted as 
being converted into a "regional" program. Thera 
Is a very big difference in costs between local pro­ 
grams and regional programs which have to bo 
borne bv the televisión staiion. An example of tbia 
can be found in Union contract aalaries and wages. 
The salaries which must be paid to performers and 
technicians on regional or network shows are at 
least 307. higher than thosr which must hr paid 
on local shows. Therefore, by the use of the trans­ 
lator aystem, and hy converting a local program 
Into a regional program, thr television channel 
rould be liable lo Its employees for such higher 
aalaries. 


Union contraéis are not the only Items which are 
affected bv the fact that a local program Is bring 
channeled inlo an area by use of Ihe translator sys­ 
tem. Other items of cost lo the television channel., 
whlrh Increase substantially, are llcrnse fee. to 
such organizations as A.SUAP and tees lo surh funds 
as Health and Welfare of the Musicians' I nlon. etc. 


It readily becomes apparent, therefore, that we ran- 
nnt reasonably hope to obtain five channels for you 
at this particular time unless wc receive permission 
lo translate local shows. We can obtain for vou. 
however. Channels 2 and 4 on a pari lime basis. 
We have permission from Channels 2 and 4, by 
way of "affiliation contraéis" to broadraot all of 
the regional and network programs ol these chan­ 
nels, excluding only Ihe local programs. We are 
also awaiting permission from Channel 7 to broad­ 
cast on the same basts as we are permitted lo 
broadcast Channels 2 and 4. All olher television 
channels broadcast strictly local programs and. 
thercforr. It Is impossible lor Ihom lo give their 
consent for us to reuroaucasl at this time.
